Washington, Feb. I.—President Wil­ 
son has Issued an executive order lift- 
; ing the embargo on the shipment of 
arms from the United States into Mex­ 
ico. 
This means that Carranza and 
the Constitutionalists will now have 
full access t o tin* supply of arms and 
I ammunition in m arkets on this side of 
the Rio Grande. 
Steps already have 
j been taken by the Constitutionalists 
to start the flo$v of war munitions 
a c r o s s the border at once. 
The imme­ 
diate effect of the president’s action 
probably will be more widespread dis- 
! order and greater bloodshed in Mex- 
' ico, e s p e c i a l l y in t h e northern states, 
but as viewed here it also marks a de- 
' cided step toward the final overthrow' 
I of Huerta. 
Carranza repeatedly has 
j boasted that lf the embargo on arm s 
were lifted he would be in Mexico City 
within thirty days. 
This statem ent, 
however, has been accepted here with 
a good deal of reservation. 
The president's order will tend to 
hasten the crisis in the Mexican situa­ 
tion. 
It would cause no surprise here 
if the resentment of Huerta leads him 
immediately to hand Nelson O’Shaugh- | 
pessv, the American charge, his pass­ 
ports. 
The lifting of the embargo m arks 
the departure by the administration I 
from its policy of “watchful waiting.’* j 
The president in promulgating the or­ 
der made it clear fha^ he waj? a£tqate£ 
chiefly by the conviction that the pres- 1 
ent prohibition against shipments of 
munitions of war to the Constitution­ 
alists stood in the way of establishing j 
orderly 
and 
lawful 
government 
in 
Mexico. 
The president’s statem ent is I 
plainly a word of encouragement to 
the Constitutionalists and an invita­ 
tion to them to pitch in and accom- I 
plish the elimination of Huerta as soon 
as possible. 
The president holds that 
no constitutional government now ex- j 
ists in Mexico and that the action of 
the United States in withholding arm s j 
from the Carranza force amounts to 
partiality in favor of a faction in .Mex­ 
ico. who are opposed to free govern- j 
ment. 
By man} here it is believed that the 
next logical step of the Wilson admin­ 
istration will he a formal recognition 
of the Carranza government, provided 
the rebel leader's followers are able 
to establish themselves in Mexico City, 
Charge O’Shaughnessy of the United 
States embassy at Mexico City was 
informed of the proclamation in ad­ 
vance of its issuance here, and was Ri­ 
ft nu ted to inform the Huerta govern­ 
ment of the step taken by the presi­ 
dent. 
The fear here that 
Huerta may 
break off all diplomatic relations with 
C harge O’Shaughnessy is based chief­ 
ly on a statem ent made by the dicta­ 
tor not long ago w hen a report reach­ 
ed him that the president planned to 
lift the embargo. At that time he waa 
quoted as saying th at such action by 
this government would remove the 
need for any friendly interchanges be­ 
tween the United States and Mexico 
and 
he 
would 
furnish 
the 
United 
States charge with safe conduct out of 
the country. 
Reports have reached 
Washington that the announcem ent 
has resulted In a panicky exodus of 
Americans from Mexico City for Vera 
Cruz.
